In Fact it is true, the Fault is not in 
the ſubject Matter, but the Inclination of 
the Reader, that makes theſe Pieces offen- 
ſive, He who will deter People froth 
Vice, muft make it odious by explaining 
its Conſequences, which is effectually done 
in this Treatiſe. The chaſteſt Far in the 
= World is not polluted by a Relation of 
= the Prodigies in Lewdneſs, nor ought any 
Man to be offended at a Naturaliſt Wits 
ſearches into the Cauſes of the Diſtemper, 
and ſhews how they may proceed from the 
42 Springs 
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Springs of Nature herſelf, without having 
Recourſe to Fancy, Fiction, and ridiculous 
Diabolical Inchantments.

Hs Piece is written in Imitation 
of the Style and Manner made uſe 


of by ERASMUS in his COLLO9ULA, 


and with the ſame Deſign, to lay open the 


Abuſes and Corruptions of the Church of 
Rome, in relation to Monaſteries and Re- 


ligious-Houſes. The Moral of it is inimi- 


tably inſtructive, and if the Author has 
taken ſome Liberties of Expreſſion, it was 
no more than what the Subject neceſſarily 
required for its Illuſtration, and which, 
ERASMUS himſelf, who was his Pattern, 


thought not - below either his Gravity 
or Function. For which Reaſons, I 


think, neither their reſpective Tranſlators; 


nor Publiſhers, can be any way culpable. - 


And certainly, it would be as ſtrange to 
imagine, that the condemning of the lewd 
Practices of Nuns and Fryars in Mona- 
ſteries and Convents, ſhould be a Re- 
flection upon the Reformation, which was 
tounded upon their Ruin and Diſſolution 
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(38) 
as the Arraigning of Cruelty, in a Bonney 
a Gardiner, or the bloody Inquiſition, ſhould 
be a Reflection on our Biſhops who by 
Principle are proſeſſed Enemies to all Man- 


ner of Perſecution, and conſequently abhor,

HE bare Reading over the Title- Page 
'T of this Book, one would. think, night 
_ convince any intelligent Perſon of its Irony 
and Deſign. The Author compiled it in 
Imitation of the Morie Encominm of £74j- 
mus, (which incomparable Piece is made 
to ſpeak Engliſn, by that very 2 
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Prelate the Biſhop of Peterborough) and as 
he declares in his Preface, is very well con- 
tented, that the World ſhould believe him, 
as much a Drunkard, as ERASMUS, who 
wrote the Praiſe of Folly, was a Fool, and 
weigh him in the ſame Ballance. Nay ſo 
far is this Piece from being an Encomium 
upon real Drunkenneſs, that on the con- 
trary it is a very ſevere Satire upon it, 
and the Diſorders it is the Cauſe of; as 
may be ſeen in the Sixth Rule, laid down 
in the 22d Chapter, pag. 178, viz. Not to 
puſh Drunkenneſs too far: and wherein he 
gives us this Definition of the Term, viz. 
* It is certain, that to do well, we ought 
** continually to have an Eye to this 
Maxim of HORACE - Eſtmodus in 
* rebus ; and the ne quid uimis of T E- 
* RENCE : But eſpecially in this grand 
* and. moſt important Affair of Drunken- 
© neſs. SENECA very well diſtinguiſhes 
two Sorts of Drunkenneſs, one which en- 
tirely buries our Reaſon ; and the other 
which only diverts Melancholy and 
Chagrin. The laſt we believe to be 
very lawful: But we would have it go 
tarther, even ſo far, as not only to di- 
vert, but to drive away our Cares entirely, 
or elſe not. to get Drunk at all. That

This Piete therefore, I think, cannot 
merit the leaſt Cenſure, unleſs for its Uſe- 
fulneſs, any more than the Books of Mid- 
wifery and Anatomy, publickly fold in all 
Countries, for the good of Mankind. 
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The Syſtem upon which Albertus pro— 
ceeds, is grounded upon the Influence which | 
the Celeſtial Bodies have, upon the Sublu- | 
wary; which Syſtem has been confirmed 
and illuſtrated by the learned Dr. Mead in 
his Treatile, intituled, Le Imperio Solis ac 
Lune, et de Morbis inde Oriundis, which is 
tranſlated into Engliſb by himſelf. And 
Dr. Freind ſome Lears ſince publiſned at 
Oxford, his learned and uſeful Treatiſe, 
intituled EMMENOLOGTIA: In qua 
Fuxus Muliebris Menſtrui Phanumena, Pe- 
riode, Vitia, cum medendi metbodo, ad Ratio- 
nes mechanicas Exiguntur, a Piece which at 
large Diſcourſes ot thoſe Secrets of the Ladies 
which our venerable Prelate has but ſlight- 
ly touched upon, and which, I am credibly 
formed, is now tranſlating into Eng!z/þ for 
their Benet. 
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
